South Viets harass peace force

SAIGON (AP) — Tough cop tactics of 
the South V ietn am ese g u ard s at 
Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut Air Base are 
ja rrin g the d e lic a te p eacekeeping 
m achinery.

C om m ission for C ontrol and Su­ 
pervision are threatening to move their 
troops out of the com m ission’s com ­ 
pound at the base and take up quarters 
in downtown Saigon. 
Sources close to the commission say 
the Poles are furious because their 
chief delegate, Bogdan Wasilewski, has 
been stopped several tim es at the gates 
and required to show his identity cards 
although his car was flying the com ­ 
mission flag. Once, he was forced to let 
his car be searched. 
The Hungarians, most of them senior 
officers in distinctive pointed caps, 
object 
strongly to having to pass 
through the guard posts of another 
nation, 
p a rtic u la rly 
one 
w hose 
peacekeeping a c tiv itie s they a re 
supposed to be monitoring. 
Canadian officers in limousines and 
scout cars flying the red Maple Leaf 
flag have been delayed for as long as 


tour hours at the m ain gate in almost 
invariably futile attem pts to escort 
Canadian and U.S. journalists to their 
compound. 
“ I try to hang as much shoulder out 
the window as possible every tim e I go 
past that guard point so they’ll see the 
gold bars. But it doesn’t alw ays w ork," 
said a Canadian colonel. 
The Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
m em bers of the Joint M ilitary Com­ 
mission say they com plained this week 
to William ll.

White House sounds out

WASHINGTON (AP) — The White 
House reportedly is consulting leaders 
of Congress to determ ine how strongly 
postw ar financial aid for North Viet­ 
nam is opposed on Capitol Hill. 
A R epublican le a d e rsh ip source 
disclosed the consultations W ednesday 
as the White House and Hanoi an­ 
nounced a joint economic commission 
to consider U.S. reconstruction aid for 
the North. 
. . 
. 
Congress has m ade clear it is in no 
mood to consider aid for Hanoi now-. 
But the source indicated the White 
House is trying to find out 
what 
co n g ressm en would considei 
ap 
proving after peace is established and 
all Am erican POWS are returned, and 
the missing are accounted for. 
Rep H R. Gross, R-Iowa, said the 
commission is "the conduit for the 
handout" and added, 
I rn opposed to 
paying them anything.” 
Chairm an George ll. Mahon, D-Tex., 
of the House Appropriations Com­ 
m ittee. which would have to approve 
a ssista n c e m oney, says C ongress 
would not approve it now but he would 
not speculate on what might happen 
later. 
“This is a very bitter and disturbing 
thing for the American people,” Mahon 
said. “ I think everyone will want to 
tread very cautiously in this area and I 
certainly will. 
Sen. Charles E. Percy, H 111., has 
said also he does not believe Congress 


w o u l d approve aid for Hanoi unless it is 
contributed jointly by U.S. allies. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
told the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
m ittee last week that is what the Nixon 
adm inistration is trying to work out.

Communist delegates to the four-party 
commission have let it be known that 
they welcome contact with Western 
journalists. The South Vietnam ese gov­ 
ernm ent blandly insists

preventing anyone from contacting 
them inside their heavily guarded 
compound; but, every tim e a reporter 
approaches the gates, he is "detained” 
and his press credentials are lifted. 


Pham Duong Hien, the governm ent’s 
press chief, told newsm en last week 
that the governm ent had no objections 
to their m aking contact 
with the 
Communists at their compound. He 
assured them that their difficulties at 
the airport were the result of a “lack of 
coordination” between officials and the 
airport authorities.

Cuban agreem ent to curb air and sea 
hijacking went into effect this morning 
with sim ultaneous signing cerem onies 
here and in Havana. 
Although the exact text w as kept 
under w raps prior to the actual signing, 
U.S. officials Wednesday night con­ 
firm ed the basic effects as reported 
earlier by The Associated Press. 
T hese 
included 
pro v isio n s 
for 
prosecution or extradition of persons 
charged with hijacking a plane or a 
ship and a U.S. pledge to enforce its 
n e u tra lity 
law s 
b a rrin g 
use 
of 
A m erican property or soil to harass 
Cuba. 
The pact is not retroactive and will 
not affect hijackers who already have 
fled to one country or the other. 
In addition, the United States retains 
its traditional policy of accepting as a 
political refugee a person who arrives 
without having endangered the crew or 
passengers of a ship or plane. 
This had been a problem in the 2>£ 
m onths of negotiations. Cuba originally 
w anted the agreem ent to cover such 
acts as the seizing of a crew less or 
passengerless craft. 
The result of the negotiations, which 
were conducted indirectly through the 
Swiss am bassadors in H avana and 
W ashington, were described as highly 
satisfactory from the U.S. view. 
Officials said the agreem ent would 
be both a real and psychological block 
for hijackers. But in spite of these 
b en efits, 
the 
A m erican 
officials 
repeated that the agreem ent is not con­ 
sidered an opening to better general 
relations with Cuba. 
They say President Nixon has not 
changed his position of last November 
when he said the Fidel C astro govern­

Dollar sags 


LONDON (AP) — The U.S. dollar 
sagged on foreign exchanges, and the 
price of gold reached new peaks today 
am id widespread doubts over the sta­ 
bility of the world m onetary system 
following devaluation of the American 
currency. 
The dollar opened lower in most 
centers, but there w ere signs the 
decline toward its new official parities 
was slowing. 
Sales of dollars, relatively heavy 
W ednesday, appeared to be slowing 
also. But dealers reported no indication 
speculators had begun buying dollars 
to reap the profits from the huge 
am ounts of yen, G erm an m arks, Dutch 
guilders or Swiss francs they bought 
feverishly last week.

A PROPOSED ordinance to prohibit 
parking on the south side of Clinton 
Avenue between D raper Street and 
Fairview Avenue died for lack of a 
motion to read it.

RONALD COE of the H&H Bar and 
Grill, 203 E. Court St., told Council he 
intends to cooperate with the city in an 
effort to stop disturbances in or around 
taverns in the city. He called for stiffer 
penalties for violators as he

Council of his efforts to stop distur­ 
bances. He said he had filed many 
disturbing - the - peace com plaints but 
the violators post bond and do not 
appear in court.

New York state, including New York 
City, Connecticut. M assachusetts and 
Rhode Island.

In the Southeast, w here record snow 
fell over the weekend, rain showers and 
thunderstorm s rum bled across the re­ 
gion. 
More than an inch of rain soaked 
Jacksonville, Fla., during the night. 
Dense fog settled over the Carolinas.

W holesale prices 
shoot skyward 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Wholesale 
prices rose sharply in January for the 
second straight month, largely because 
of increases in prices of farm products, 
the governm ent said today. 


The report presaged large increases 
in consum er prices. Likely, the sharp 
advances in wholesale prices will be 
reflected soon in the Consumer Price 
Index. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the Wholesale P rice Index went up by 
1.3 per cent in January on an unad­ 
justed basis and l l per cent on a sea­ 
sonally adjusted basis. Despite the 
huge increase, the rise was less than 
the sim ila rly s h a rp in c re a se s in 
Decem ber. 


The BLS said that prices of farm 
products and processed foods and feeds 
rose by 3.3 per cent, or almost 40 per 
cent at an annual rate. With the sea­ 
sonal factors taken in, the rise in prices 
of farm products was 2.9 per cent. 


Despite the big increases in farm and 
food prices, the report showed that 
prices of industrial com m odities rose 
less 
sharply. 
The 
industrial 
com ­ 
modities index is regarded as one of the 


most sensitive gauges of inflation in the 
economy. 
According to the report, prices of 
industrial com m odities went up 0.5 per 
cent on an unadjusted basis and 0.3 on a 
seasonally adjusted basis.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal 
grand jury today refused to indict a 
reporter and two Indians on charges of 
possessing docum ents stolen from the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs last fall. 
After the grand ju ry ’s decision was 
read to investigative reporter Les 
Whitten and Indians Hank Adams and 
Anita Collins, the governm ent moved 
that the case be dropped. 
Whitten, in a hallway interview af­ 
terw ard, said he felt the government 
had wanted to show that he and his 
boss, syndicated colum nist Jack An­ 
derson, had paid for the three card­ 
board cartons of docum ents. They had 
not, he said. 
The FBI a rre s te d W hitten and 
Adams Jan. 31 as they carried three 
cartons allegedly containing the stolen 
docum ents from A dam s’ apartm ent to 
W hitten’s car. Adams says he was 
returning the docum ents to the FBI, 
via the BIA, and that he had asked 


Whitten to assist him in exchange for 
an exclusive story. Miss Collins, the 
governm ent say s, picked up the 
documents at a bus station the previous 
night, allegedly accom panied by a 
police inform er who posed 
as an 
Apache. 


The government contends the three 
intended 
to 
con v ert 
the 
stolen 
docum ents to their own use. 
The 
government said an unnam ed inform er 
was their source of information about 
the intended use of the documents. 
News reports here identified the in­ 
form er as a District of Columbia 
policeman John G. Arelland.

Congress drags on national strikes

W ASHINGTON (A P) — D espite 
p erio d ic 
p ro m ises 
and 
rh e to ric , 
Congress is still dealing crisis-by-crisis 
with the problem of transportation 
strikes that threaten to create national 
em ergencies. 
The latest such episode was that of 
the Penn 
Central 
R ailroad strike, 
stopped by law within hours after it 
began. 
It was a fam iliar exercise, something 
that has happened eight tim es within 
six years, as Congress acted on special 
legislation to deal with transportation 
strikes. 
Each tim e, 
am id the 
crisis a t­ 
m osphere that has prodded Congress to 
quick action, there have been dem ands 


for legislation to create perm anent m a­ 
chinery so that the governm ent can 
cope with future em ergencies. 
Each time, the pressure has ebbed 
with postponement and eventual set­ 
tlem ent of the walkout. 
P resid en t 
Nixon 
h a s 
proposed 
em ergency-strike legislation 
in the 
past, 
although 
the 
adm inistration, 
anxious to gain labor votes, did not 
press the issue in the last election year. 
Presum ably it will be revived in one of 
the P resident’s m essages to Congress. 
Bills to empower the governm ent to 
deal with future strikes already have 
been introduced in both House and 
Senate, one of them by Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan, the Republican 
whip and chief sponsor of past ad­ 
m inistration proposals. 


Griffin said there must be long-term 
action to “ get Congress out of the labor 
arbitration business" of dealing with 
each strike and its issues only after a 
walkout is under way. 
His proposal, sim ilar to the term s the 
adm inistration recom m ended to the 
last Congress, would em power the 
president to order cooling-off periods of 
up to 110 days to head off trans­ 
portation strikes that 
threaten the 
national health or safety. 
In the Penn Central strike. Congress 
ordered a 90-day cooling-off period, 
until May 9, with the adm inistration to 
report in the interim on negotiating 
progress and recom m endations for 
settlem ent. 
In the House, Rep. J. J. Pickle, D- 
Tex., said the only bill with a chance of 


passing would be one including provi­ 
sions distasteful to both labor and 
m anagem ent. 


In sim p le st te rm s, g o v ern m en t 
seizure or operation of a strike-bound 
industry is th e a lte rn a tiv e m ost 
d ista ste fu l to m a n a g e m e n t, com ­ 
pulsory arbitration is anathem a to 
labor. Both possibilities are raised by 
m ost of the p roposed m e a su re s, 
although varying form s of arbitration 
loom as the likely final solution to any 
dispute that defied negotiated set­ 
tlem ent. 


Pickle 
said 
Congress 
itself 
has 
become a sort of super arbitration 
panel. “ Believe me, a 535-man a r­ 
bitration board is no way to run a 
railroad,” he said.

WASHINGTON . . . br Marquis Chillis 
Nixon dogm atism doom ed 


Another V iew 


WASHINGTON — In his second term 
President Nixon is trying to square the 
political circle. He is seeking con­ 
formity in terms of political ideology’. 
This is not only an impossible goal, it 
can prove, as it has in the past, to be 
self-defeating. 
Recruits in the new Nixon Admin­ 
istration must be tailoied to the tur­ 
naround to 
conservative 
free 
en­ 
terprise and away from what the 
President considers the evils of 
statism. 
Dissent 
is 
abhorred 
and 
sternly rebuked From the media it is 
taken as just short of treason to be 
repressed by whatever means possible. 
The two m ajor parties have never 
been grounded in dogma. Pragm atism , 
a wide range of choice among in­ 
dividuals of varied and often con­ 
flicting views, has been their strength 
W'hen the dogmatists took over under 
the banner of rule-or-else the end result 
was disaster. 


THAT HAPPENED last year with 
the liberal-left ideologues asserting 
their control over the Democratic 
party. In 1964 the Republican party 
was taken over under Barry’ Coldwater 
by the dogmatists of the right, and 
Lyndon Johnson won re-election by 
what is still in the percentage of the 
total vote a record landslide. 
The 
President 
and 
the 
stern 
idologues at the center of power today 
are bent on imposing their philosophy 
of antistatism . Chopping off program s 
that may or may not have outlived 
their usefulness is part of it. The battle 
with Congress, which the President 
seems likely to win if only by default, is 
part of it. 
But the scope is much larger than the 
immediate struggle, involving, as I 
believe it does, the direction of our 
political life. Nor is the fate of the 
President the paramount concern. It is 
the future of the Republican party that 
is in jeopardy, ironically enough after a 
landslide for the office of President 
greater than at any time since it was 
founded. 


THE COURSE the President 
is 
following with zeal, if not indeed with 
ruthlessness, goes directly contrary’ to 
the beliefs of the moderate - liberal 
wing Charles Percy of Illinois, Ed­ 
mund Brooke of M assachusetts, 
Gifford Case of New Jersey, Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon — these senators 
and other Republicans in both houses 
proved in the recent election to have a 
formidable following. 
Percy got the largest plurality in the 
history of his state. He is the only 
candidate ever to carry ail of Illinois 
102 counties. His plurality was twice 
that 
of the record 
holder, 
Adlai 
Stevenson, w’hen the latter ran for 
governor in 1948 and his percentage of 
the vote substantially larger than that 
of the President. In the only state to go 
Democratic, Brooke won re-election in 


Massachusetts by 60 per cent of the 
vote. 


These men are currently playing it 
low profile They do not want to offend 
the victor in his hour of triumph. They 
are. however, thoroughly, aware of 
what the election returns meant as the 
Republicans, in the face of the Nixon 
landslide, failed to carry Congress. 
They are aware, too, of what can 
happen in the congressional elections 
next year when certain of their fellow 
moderates — Sen. Charles 
(Mac) 
Mathias of Maryland is one — come up

The Pipeline issues 


In acting to overturn a lower court 
decision and thus block const ruction 
of the Alaska oil pipeline, the U. S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington 
issued a ruling that deals narrowly 
with a specific point in the law. The 
broader 
issues 
raised 
by en ­ 
vironmental groups opposed to the 
pipeline remain to be considered. 
Counsel 
for 
several 
groups 
seeking to prevent construction of 
the pipeline from Prudhoe Bay on 
Alaska’s North Slope to Valdez in the 
south contended that plans violate a 
provision of the Mineral Leasing Act 
of 1920. This says that rights of way 
over public lands may extend only 25 
feet on either side of the pipeline, 
whereas a 146-foot right of way was 
granted for the Alaska project. 
The appeals court agreed that this 
provision applies. The court also 
determined that the secretary of the 
interior lacks authority to grant the 
special land use permit requested by 
the oil consortium. In effect this 
ruling says that unless Congress 
suitably amends the act the project 
as now conceived is dead. 
Congress is likely to amend the 
1920 law at the request of the oil 
firm s involved, but p recip itate 
action w’ould be inadvisable. We 
agree with the environm ental 
groups that “ any legislative action 


without 
a 
com prehensive 
examination by Congress of the 
underlying issues would be contrary 
to public interest." The legal battle 
under way the past three years has 
made it clear that these are sub­ 
stantial issues to which Congress 
should give thorough consideration.

Buckeye farm ers to push for bargaining bill

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Four Ohio 
groups, representing nearly all of the 
state s 110,000 farm ers, plan to push for 
agricultural bargaining and marketing 
legislation in 
the 
110th 
G eneral 
Assembly 
The legislation is presently being 
drafted by the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation. It will be presented to the 
Ohio State Grange, National Farm ers’ 


Union and 
National 
F arm ers’ 
Or­ 
ganization for their support. 
C. William Swank, executive director 
of the Farm Bureau Federation, said, 
“The thrust of the bill will be to make 
mandatory the recognition of farm ers’ 
rights 
to 
be 
organized 
and 
be 
represented in contract negotiations.” 
Swank said the legislation will also 
‘‘recognize the duty on the part of the 
contractor to negotiate in good faith 
with 
the 
farm ers.” 
He 
said 
the 
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m easure will have sections that force 
the contractors to go to court or face 
penalties if they violate the law. 
Farm ers would 
be 
permitted to 
organize 
into 
asso ciatio n s 
and 
negotiate contracts if they represented 
two-thirds of the farm ers with half of 
the production or half the farm ers with 
two-thirds of the production. 
Swank emphasized, “ There will tx? 
no compulsion to make the farm ers 
join an association. They will be free to 
join or not join, whatever they wish.” 
A contractor could not pay more to a 
producer who was not an association 
member in an effort to break up the 
association. 
He said the legislation will be aimed 
initially at fruits and vegetables, and 
may be later enlarged to include 
livestock, poultry and grain producers. 


Fruit and vegetab le processing 
companies now negotiate with farm ers 
for individual contracts that may vary 
from one grower to another. 
The legislation. Swank said, would 
“ bring processing companies to the 
negotiating table. Some do it now 
reluctantly while others refuse outright 
to do I t ” 
Eugene 
A bercrom bie,

agricu ltu re secretary , said , “ The 
legislation would give producers of a 
given product the right to negotiate a 
price. The Ford Motor Co doesn’t ask 
what you will pay. They tell you. 
"Now farm ers have no control over 
the price," he said. “ It’s a matter of the 
farm er saying: ‘Here it is. What’s it 
worth today?’” 
Sim ilar bargaining legislation failed 
in the last legislature.

Kockhold produced 174.8 
bushel of corn with a net return above 
costs of $117.46. 
Roger Rapp, Marion Township, 
received the trophy in the rotation 
division for highest yield and highest 
net 
profit per acre, Rapp produced 
159.8 bushels per acre with a net profit 
of $118.86 per acre. 
Rockholds was the highest yield of 
all members, and Rapp’s was the 
highest net profit per acre of all 
members. 
In the youth division, Mark and 
David Riser teamed up to win both 
awards. Their Corn Club plot produced 
an average of 144 bushels per acre and 
a net profit of $93.69 per acre. 


RAY 
LOCKMAN, of the 
Agrico 
Chemical Co., discussed the results of 


the corn leaf analysis. Bookman made 
a comparison of the low-five yields and 
pointing out that the high yield group 
spent 43 per cent more on fertilizer and 
had a 96 per cent greater profit than the 
low group. Lockman also pointed out 
that the soil test and leaf analysis 
summaries show that potash levels are 
still low in many cases He encouraged 
corn club members to look at their total 
fertility program. 
County 
Agricultural 
Agent 
John 
Gruber and Duff presented certificates 
of achievement to all of the members 
who completed the contest. Gruber 
noted that because of the 
unusual 
harvest conditions this 
year several 
members did not take the extra time 
required to make yield checks. A total 
of 32 members completed. There were 
57 com producers who started in the 
contest. 
In their comments both Gruber and 
Lockman pointed out that planting date 
had a significant effect on yields as the 
majority of the high yield plots were 
planted in late April and early May. 
Many of the plots planted in late May 
were lower yielding. 


Gruber 
summarized 
the

averages of 134.7 bushels per acre with 
an average net return above costs of 
$72.33. He complimented those in­ 
cluded in the summary for such out­ 
standing records. Club averages are 
more than 35 bushels per acre above 
county and state averages for corn 
production.

Doctors and Drug Addiction 


I)o doctors who know the dangers of 
drug addiction ever become hooked on 
drugs? We are studying this subject in 
our class. I want to be a doctor and I 
save your columns. Thank you. 
Kenneth, Ohio 
Dear Kenneth: 
Rarely have I enjoyed a letter as 
much as I have yours. I have not 
reprinted your letter in its entirety. 
There are greater pleasures than the 
sense that I in some way can stimulate 
a student to pursue the study of 
medicine. 
The joy of being a physician is 
limitless and I hope you will continue in 
your interest in a profession that is so 
gratifying. 
Now, about doctors 
and 
drugs. 
Unfortunately the forces at work that 
make drug addicts do not bypass any 
segment of society. Some doctors are 
as vulnerable as are people in other 
occupations and professions. 
Drug addiction among doctors is far 
less common, of course, because they 
know so well the dangers and the 
destructive factors in the lives of 
people who are involved with drug 
abuse. 
Let me tell you this, Kenneth, and I 
hope you will pass it on to your 
classmates. 
There are many wonderful rewards 
and joys in learning. The beauty of 
poetry, the charm of music, 
the 
loveliness of painting, and the ex­ 
citement of studying the sciences and 
the 
humanities 
must 
never 
be 
sacrificed to the temptation of any kind 
of drug. 
It is my firm belief that young people 
of your age can play a vital role in 
keeping friends and classmates away 
from the temptation of drugs. 


There are many complicated forces 
and pressures in the equation that add 
up to drug addiction. 
It is my hope that someone will yet 
find a way of reaching young people 
and really showing them that to start 
with drugs is to threaten their lives. 
You could be that someone. 


Is anything being done to remove the 
dangers of the hormones used by cattle 
growers to fatten their stock and their 
profits while shortening our lives? 
Miss E.G .J., Tex. 
Dear Miss J.: 
The hazards of the hormone, diethyl- 
stilbestrol, in the meat we eat are 
recognized as scientific truths. 


It is surprising how slowly the forces 
of safety put sufficient pressure on 
cattle growers to stop using this growth 
promoting hormone. 
Canada and France are even more 
visionary than the United States in 
controlling this injustice to those of us 
who eat meat. They are now suspen­ 
ding all use of the hormone in cattle 
that later will be consumed by un­ 
suspecting buyers. 


The consumers in the United States 
are a powerful force that can by 
pressure insist that their meat be free 
of this hormone contamination if it is 
definitely harm ful. The delicate 
balance between all hormones in the 
body is essential to good health. No one 
can risk consuming unknown quan­ 
tities of stilbestrol that might upset this 
important body function.

Sources close to the commission say 
the Poles are furious because their 
chief delegate, Bogdan Wasilewski. has 
been stopped several times at the gates 
and required to show his identity cards 
although his car was flying the com­ 
mission flag. Once, he was forced to let 
his car be searched. 
The Hungarians, most of them senior 
officers in distinctive pointed caps, 
object strongly to having to pass 
through the guard posts of another 
nation, 
p articu larly 
one 
whose 
peacekeeping activ ities they are 
supposed to be monitoring. 
Canadian officers in limousines and 
scout cars flying the red Maple Leaf 
flag have been delayed for as long as 


four hours at the main gate in almost 
invariably futile attem pts to escort.

“ I try to hang as much shoulder out 
the window as possible every time I go 
past that guard point so they’ll see the 
gold bars.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S.- 
Cuban agreement to curb air and sea 
hijacking went into effect this morning 
with simultaneous signing ceremonies 
here and in Havana. 
Although the exact text was kept 
under wraps prior to the actual signing, 
U.S. officials Wednesday night con­ 
firmed the basic effects as reported 
earlier by The Associated Press.

prosecution or extradition of persons 
charged with hijacking a plane or a 
ship and a U.S. pledge to enforce its 
n eu trality 
law s 
b arrin g 
use 
of 
American property or soil to harass 
Cuba. 
The pact is not retroactive and will 
not affect hijackers who already have 
fled to one country or the other. 
In addition, the United States retains 
its traditional policy of accepting as a 
political refugee a person who arrives 
without having endangered the crew or 
passengers of a ship or plane. 
This had been a problem in the 2V2 
months of negotiations. Cuba originally 
wanted the agreem ent to cover such 
acts as the seizing of a crewless or 
passengerless craft. 
The result of the negotiations, which 
were conducted indirectly through the 
Swiss am bassadors in Havana and 
Washington, were described as highly 
satisfactory from the U.S. view. 
Officials said the agreement would 
be both a real and psychological block 
for hijackers. But in spite of these 
benefits, the A m erican officials 
repeated that the agreement is not con­ 
sidered an opening to better general 
relations with Cuba.

Adams says he was 
returning the documents to the FBI, 
via the BIA, and that he had asked 


Whitten to assist him in exchange for 
an exclusive story. Miss Collins, the 
governm ent says, picked up the 
documents at a bus station the previous 
night, allegedly accompanied by a 
police informer who posed as an 
Apache.

The latest such episode was that of 
the Penn Central Railroad strike, 
stopped by law within hours after it 
began. 
It was a fam iliar exercise, something 
that has happened eight times within 
six years, as Congress acted on special 
legislation to deal with transportation 
strikes. 
Each time, amid the crisis at­ 
mosphere that has prodded Congress to 
quick action, there have been demands 


for legislation to create perm anent m a­ 
chinery so that the government can 
cope with future emergencies. 
Each time, the pressure has ebbed 
with postponement and eventual set­ 
tlement of the walkout. 
P resident 
Nixon has 
proposed 
emergency-strike legislation 
in the 
past, 
although 
the 
administration, 
anxious to gain labor votes, did not 
press the issue in the last election year. 
Presumably it will be revived in one of 
the President’s messages to Congress. 
Bills to empower the government to 
deal with future strikes already have 
been introduced in both House and 
Senate, one of them by Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin of Michigan, the Republican 
whip and chief sponsor of past ad­ 
ministration proposals. 


Griffin said there must be long-term 
action to “ get Congress out of the labor 
arbitration business” of dealing with 
each strike and its issues only after a 
walkout is under way. 
His proposal, sim ilar to the term s the 
administration recommended to the 
last Congress, would empower the 
president to order cooling-off periods of 
up to 110 days to head off trans­ 
portation strikes that threaten the 
national health or safety. 
In the Penn Central strike, Congress 
ordered a 90-day cooling-off period, 
until May 9, with the adm inistration to 
report in the interim on negotiating 
progress and recom mendations for 
settlement.

passing would be one including provi­ 
sions distasteful to both labor and 
management.

Nixon dogmatism doomed 


Another View© 


WASHINGTON — In his second term 
President Nixon is trying to square the 
political circle. He is seeking con­ 
formity in terms of political ideology. 
This is not only an impossible goal, it 
can prove, as it has in the past, to be 
self-defeating. 
Recruits in the new Nixon Admin­ 
istration must be tailored to the tur­ 
naround to conservative free en­ 
terprise and away from what the 
President considers the evils of 
statism. Dissent is abhorred and 
sternly rebuked. From the media it is 
taken as just short of treason to be 
repressed by whatever means possible. 
The two major parties have never 
been grounded in dogma. Pragmatism, 
a wide range of choice among in­ 
dividuals of varied and often con­ 
flicting views, has been their strength. 
When the dogmatists took over under 
the banner of rule-or-else the end result 
was disaster. 


THAT HAPPENED last year with 
the liberal-left ideologues asserting 
their control over the Democratic 
party. In 1964 the Republican party 
was taken over under Barry Goldwater 
by the dogmatists of the right, and 
Lyndon Johnson won re-election by 
what is still in the percentage of the 
total vote a record landslide. 
The 
President 
and 
the 
stern 
idologues at the center of power today 
are bait on imposing their philosophy 
of antistatism. Chopping off programs 
that may or may not have outlived 
their usefulness is part of it. The battle 
with Congress, which the President 
seems likely to win if only by default, is 
part of it. 
But the scope is much larger than the 
immediate struggle, involving, as I 
believe it does, the direction of our 
political life. Nor is the fate of the 
President the paramount concern. It is 
the future of the Republican party that 
is in jeopardy, ironically enough sifter a 
landslide for the office of President 
greater than at any time since it was 
founded. 


THE COURSE the President is 
following with zeal, if not indeed with 
ruthlessness, goes directly contrary to 
the beliefs of the moderate - liberal 
wing. Charles Percy of Illinois, Ed­ 
mund Brooke of Massachusetts, 
Gifford Case of New Jersey, Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon — these senators 
and other Republicans in both houses 
proved in the recent election to have a 
formidable following. 
Percy got the largest plurality in the 
history of his state. He is the only 
candidate ever to carry all of Illinois* 
102 counties. His plurality was twice 
that of the record holder, 
Adlai 
Stevenson, when the latter ran for 
governor in 1948 and his percentage of 
the vote substantially larger than that 
of the President. In the only state to go 
Democratic, Brooke won re-election in 


Massachusetts by 60 per coit of the 
vote. 


These men are currently playing it 
low profile. They do not want to offend 
the victor in his hour of triumph. They 
are, however, thoroughly, aware of 
what the election returns meant as the 
Republicans, in the face of the Nixon 
landslide, failed to carry Congress. 
They are aware, too, of what can 
happen in the congressional elections 
next year when certain of their fellow 
moderates — Sen. Charles (Mac) 
Mathias of Maryland is one — come up. 


A DICTATE from the White House 
may temporarily carry all before it. 
Far from uniting the country it will 
not unite the party. That the moderate - 
liberals will forever sanction by their 
silence a dictated policy, to say nothing 
of a predetermined candidate in 1976, is 
not in the cards. 


The symbol of the American politi­ 
cal party, whether Republican or 
Democrat, is the circle and not the 
square. The old analogy of the Circus 
tent is as valid today as it was in the 
past. 


The President may be able to win the 
ideological game by appealing to the 
fears of the affluent — fears of more 
taxes, fears of black militancy, fears of

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The Pipeline issues 


In acting to overturn a lower court 
decision and thus block construction 
of the Alaska oil pipeline, the U. S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington 
issued a ruling that deals narrowly 
with a specific point in the law. The 
broader issues raised by en­ 
vironmental groups opposed to the 
pipeline remain to be considered. 
Counsel 
for 
several 
groups 
seeking to prevent construction of 
the pipeline from Prudhoe Bay on 
Alaska's North Slope to Valdez in the 
south contended that plans violate a 
provision of the Mineral Leasing Act 
of 1920. This says that rights of way 
over public lands may extend only 25 
feet on either side of the pipeline, 
whereas a 146-foot right of way was 
granted for the Alaska project. 
The appeals court agreed that this 
provision applies. The court also 
determined that the secretary of the 
interior lacks authority to grant the 
special land use permit requested by 
the oil consortium. In effect this 
ruling says that unless Congress 
suitably amends the act the project 
as now conceived is dead. 
Congress is likely to amend the 
1920 law at the request of the oil 
firms involved, but precipitate 
action would be inadvisable. We 
agree with the environm ental 
groups that “any legislative action 


without 
a 
com prehensive 
examination by Congress of the 
underlying issues would be contrary 
to public interest.” The legal battle 
under way the past three years has 
made it clear that these are sub­ 
stantial issues to which Congress 
should give thorough consideration.

Swank emphasized, “There will be 
no compulsion to make the farm ers 
join an association. They will be free to 
join or not join, whatever they wish.” 
A contractor could not pay more to a 
producer who was not an association 
member in an effort to break up the 
association. 
He said the legislation will be aimed 
initially at fruits and vegetables, and 
may be later enlarged to include 
livestock, poultry and grain producers. 


F ru it and vegetable processing 
companies now negotiate with farmers 
for individual contracts that may vary 
from one grower to another. 
The legislation, Swank said, would 
“bring processing companies to the 
negotiating table. Some do it now 
reluctantly while others refuse outright 
to do it.” 
Eugene

ag ricu ltu re secretary , said, “ The 
legislation would give producers of a 
given product the right to negotiate a 
price. The Ford Motor Co. doesn’t ask 
what you will pay. They tell you. 
“Now farm ers have no control over 
the price,” he said. “Ifs a m atter of the 
farm er saying: ‘Here it is. What’s it 
worth today?” ’ 
Similar bargaining legislation failed 
in the last legislature.

are

broadcast here this weekend on WCBS- 
TV. They ’ll try to sell an idea instead of 
a product. 
Their message 
is 
that 
job 
dis­ 
crimination because of sex is just plain 
stupid. The commercials, called public 
service 
announcements, 
are 
being 
shown at no cost to the sponsor. 
The 
sponsor 
is 
the 
National 
Organization for Women NOW, an 
activist women’s rights group that 
hopes C B S ’ four other television 
stations and other broadcasters will 
run the ads. 
Both commercials are lowkey. One 
shows a baby girl, with an off-screen 
female voice saying: "This healthy, 


normal baby had a handicap: She was 
born female. 
"When she grows up, her job op­ 
portunities will be limited and her pay 
low,’’ the voice says, adding that job 
discrimination based on sex is both 
illegal and a waste of human resources. 
The other commercial illustrates the 
waste by showing a young woman, with 
a college degree and academic honors, 
being interviewed by a man in the 
personnel department. 
"You know, of course, that we start 
all our girls in the typing pool,” he tells 
her. 
The commercials, filmed last Oc­ 
tober 
at 
C B S’ 
owned-and-operated 
station 
in 
Philadelphia, 
were 
put 
together by NOW members with the 
CBS Television network footing the 
production costs. 
They came after two years of work 


by NOW members to find a way of 
starting a free national campaign to 
get their message across to the public, 
says Midge Kovacs, a NOW official 
here 
Although 
WCBS-TV 
officials 
say 
they’ll run the ads, their counterparts 
at CBS-owned stations in Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, Chicago and Los Angeles still 
have to decide if they ll carry them. 
But at least ifs a start, says Midge 
Kovacs. 
“ We hope these announcements will 
raise questions in people’s minds as to 
women’s role in our society ^nd if 
women have been fairly treated, 
she 
said.

Awards prosontod at Fayette County Corn Club banquet 


The highlight of the annual Fayette 
County Corn Club Banquet, held 
Tuesday night in the Mahan Building, 
was the presentation of awards to four 
corn producers who dominated the six 
award categories in the 1972 Corn Club 
Contest. 
Corn Club President Dwight Duff 
served as toastmaster and presented 
trophies to the winners. 
Ron Rockhold, Concord Township, 
took both honors in the continuous corn 
division. Rockhold produced 174.8 
bushel of corn with a net return above 
costs of $117.46. 
Roger Rapp, Marion Township, 
received the trophy in the rotation 
division for highest yield and highest 
net profit per acre. Rapp produced 
159.8 bushels per acre with a net profit 
of $118.86 per acre. 
Rockholds was the highest yield of 
all members, and Rapp’s was the 
highest net profit per acre of all 
members. 
In the youth division, Mark and 
David Hiser teamed up to win both 
awards. Their Corn Club plot produced 
an average of 144 bushels per acre and 
a net profit of $93.69 per acre. 


RAY LOCKMAN, of the 
Agrico 
Chemical Co., discussed the results of 


the corn leaf analysis. Lockman made 
a comparison of the low-five yields and 
pointing out that the high yield group 
spent 43 per cent more on fertilizer and 
had a 96 per cent greater profit than the 
low group. Lockman also pointed out 
that the soil test and leaf analysis 
summaries show that potash levels are 
still low in many cases. He encouraged 
corn club members to look at their total 
fertility program. 
County 
Agricultural 
Agent John 
Gruber and Duff presented certificates 
of achievement to all of the members 
who completed the contest. Gruber 
noted that because of the 
unusual 
harvest conditions this 
year several 
members did not take the extra time 
required to make yield checks. A total 
of 32 members completed. There were 
57 corn producers who started in the 
contest. 
In their comments both Gruber and 
Lockman pointed out that planting date 
had a significant effect on yields as the 
majority of the high yield plots were 
planted in late April and early May. 
Many of the plots planted in late May 
were lower yielding. 


Gruber 
sum marized 
the 
club 
averages of 134.7 bushels per acre with 
an average net return above costs of 
$72.33. He complimented those in­ 
cluded in the summary for such out­ 
standing records. Club averages are 
more than 35 bushels per acre above 
county and state averages for corn 
production. 
The 
average 
fertilizer 
expenditure was $25.95 and the average 
total cost of production per acre was 
$96.05.

Approximately 45 cattlemen saw 
slides of the European cattle industry 
and discussed European beef breeds at 
a T-Bone Club meeting Wednesday 
night in the Rendezvous Room.

State University Extension beef 
specialist. Reed was one of 25 U.S. 
cattlemen participating in a 21-day 
tour of six European countries. 
Reed told the cattlemen that he 
participated in the tour with the pur­ 
pose of studying these breeds to see 
how they would fit in the domestic 
cattle industry. He poinfH out that in 
21 days the group traveled through 
3,000 miles of Europe’s countryside in 
six countries and looked at ll breeds of 
cattle. 
Reed mentioned that the breeds 
which showed the most promise for 
United States cattlemen included

Do doctors who know the dangers of 
drug addiction ever become hooked on 
drugs? We are studying this subject in 
our class. I want to be a doctor and I 
save your columns. Thank you. 
Kenneth, Ohio 
Dear Kenneth: 
Rarely have I enjoyed a letter as 
much as I have yours. I have not 
reprinted your letter in its entirety. 
There are greater pleasures than the 
sense that I in some way can stimulate 
a student to pursue the study of 
medicine. 
The joy of being a physician is 
limitless and I hope you will continue in 
your interest in a profession that is so 
gratifying. 
Now, 
about doctors 
and 
drugs. 
Unfortunately the forces at work that 
make drug addicts do not bypass any 
segment of society. Some doctors are 
as vulnerable as are people in other 
occupations and professions. 
Drug addiction among doctors is far 
less common, of course, because they 
know so well the dangers and the 
destructive factors in the lives of 
people who are involved with drug 
abuse. 
Let me tell you this, Kenneth, and I 
hope you will pass it on to your 
classmates. 
There are many wonderful rewards 
and joys in learning. The beauty of 
poetry, the charm of music, 
the 
loveliness of painting, and the ex­ 
citement of studying the sciences and 
the 
hum anities 
m ust 
never 
be 
sacrificed to the temptation of any kind 
of drug. 
It is my firm belief that young people 
of your age can play a vital role in 
keeping friends and classm ates away 
from the temptation of drugs. 


There are many complicated forces 
and pressures in the equation that add 
up to drug addiction. 
It is my hope that someone will yet 
find a way of reaching young people 
and really showing them that to start 
with drugs is to threaten their lives. 
You could be that someone. 


Is anything being done to remove the 
dangers of the hormones used by cattle 
growers to fatten their stock and their 
profits while shortening our lives? 
Miss E.G. J., Tex. 
Dear Miss J.: 
The hazards of the hormone, diethyl- 
stilbestrol, in the m eat we eat are 
recognized as scientific truths. 


It is surprising how slowly the forces 
of safety put sufficient pressure on 
cattle growers to stop using this growth 
promoting hormone. 
Canada and France are even more 
visionary than the United States in 
controlling this injustice to those of us 
who eat meat. They are now suspen­ 
ding all use of the hormone in cattle 
that later will be consumed by un­ 
suspecting buyers. 
The consumers in the United States 
are a powerful force that can by 
pressure insist that their m eat be free 
of this hormone contamination if it is 
definitely harm ful. The delicate 
balance between all hormones in the 
body is essential to good health. No one 
can risk consuming unknown quan­ 
tities of stilbestrol that might upset this 
important body function.
